Reprinted From the Philadelphia Public Ledger 


P 
HE Following summary concerning the 
candidacy of Gifford Pinchot for United 
States Senator appeared as the lead editor­ 
ial in the Philadelphia Public Ledger on 
Sunday, March 14, immediately after the 
Pinchot candidacy had been announced, 
and is published as an advertisement in The 
Gettysburg Times for the enlightenment 
of Gettysburg and Adams county voters:

Governor Pinehot’s long threatened an­ 
nouncement of his candidacy for the Re­ 
publican nomination for United 
States 
Senator from Pennsylvania opens with 
the pharisaical statement that he is a 
Coolidge Republican. 
No one who re­ 
members Mr. Pincho t’s last summer con­ 
tinent-wide speech-making campaign of 
abuse of President Coolidge^ Administra­ 
tion will regard this claim as other than a 
monumental piece of gall. 
He has re­ 
peatedly shown himself, both openly and 
in secret, to be an enemy of the President 
and the ally of the forces that are seek­ 
ing to undermine the National Republican 
Administration. 
He was caught red­ 
handed in political intrigue with Senator 
Couzens against Secretary Mellon; and the 
Republican voters expressed their opinion 
of such chicaner by roundly defeating 
him as delegate at large to the National 
Convention which nominated Mr. Coolidge 
in 1924. 
So his smug assertion will de­ 
ceive nobody now. 


The rest of the announcement is re- 
freahingiy naive. 
He is for all the thing*_______ 
which nobody nowadays 
opposes. 
Of 
course, he is for justice, peace, economy, 
efficiency an^ all the other good things 
toward which the world is striving. 
But 
Mr. Pinchot's assumption is that he alone 
stands for virtue and statesmanship. He 
alone is qualified to represent the “plain 
people” of his state. 
He, and he only, is 
the Moses called by destiny to lead the 
state out of the slough of corruption 
in 
which he imagines it to have fallen. Every­ 
body who is not for Pinchot he lumps in­ 
discriminately as belonging to “the gang,’* 
an assumption that is peculiarly hypocri­ 
tical in the light of the persistent game 
of politics in which he has himself been 
engaged. 


This demagogic appeal will not alter for 
an instant the deep conviction that Gifford 
Pinchot does not represent Pennsylvania 
and that to send him to the Senate would 
be a gratuitous blow at the National Ad­ 
ministration. 
For the election of Pinchot 
would be in effect an acceptance by the 
State of his utterly false insinuation that 
President Coolidge has been derelict in the 
enforcement of law—all laws, as well as 
those against liquor. 
The people of Penn­ 
sylvania have faith in the President, and 
they should resent any attempt to dero­ 
gate from his honor and integrity by giv­ 
ing their indorsement to a politician who 
now pretends to be a Coolidge supporter, 
against the evidence of repeated acts of 
disloyalty and underhanded treachery. 


J he Pinchot professions are too sweep­ 
ing and self-laudatory to be taken very 
seriously. It is a pity Mr. Pinchot couldn’t 
get some one else to exhibit him as the 
possessor of all the political virtues, the 
sole author of the State’s forward pro­ 
gress in industry, in roadbuilding, in edu­ 
cation and in measures for human health 
And well-being. 
Failing to get any one 
to go through the motions of persuading 
him that he is Pennsylvania’s sole hope, he 
was forced to do the glorifying of himself 
by himself. That he did the job thorough­ 
ly few* w ill deny. 
If there w’as anything 
with which he could credit himself that 
he left out, it is immaterial. 
In the same 
breath he praises himself for both econo­ 
my and for having spent more than any 
previous Administration. 
But this is a 
characteristic inconsistency that will not 
worn* its author. 
Convinced, as he is, 
that he is more holy than all others, he 
enters the lists regardless of the conse­ 
quences to President Coolidge’*! Adminis­ 
tration and to the interests of the Nation­ 
al Republican Party, which he now pro­ 
fesses to uphold. 
If he were the sole 
opponent of “gang” methods in politics, 
there might be some excuse for the Pin­ 
chot pose.
